DECEMBER  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.12 


Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort  Wayne  milk 
order  in  December  1964,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $4.12  per  hundredweight  for 
milk  testing  3-5%.  A butterfat  differential  of  7.5  cents  for  each  one  tenth  of  one 
percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5%  standard  will  be  used.  This 
minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction  and 
authorized  hauling  charges.  The  computation  of  the  minimum  blend  price  is  shown  on  page  5 
and  the  class  prices  on  page  4. 

The  $4.12  price  for  December  1964,  is  47  cents  below  the  November  1964  price,  but 
9 cents  above  the  December  1963  price .

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  22,607,447  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne  market 
during  December  1964,  of  which  17,036,142  pounds  or  75.36%  was  utilized  in  Class  I by 
15  pool  handlers.  Production  was  up  7.8%,  from  November  1964.  Class  I utilization  of 
producer  milk  was  up  4.1%.  from  November  1964- 

JANUARY  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.49 

$1.20  was  added  to  the  December  basic  formula  price  of  $3.29  (Wisconsin-Minnesota 
Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  January.  The  price  of  $4.49  is  the 
same  as  the  December  Class  I price,  and  was  neither  increasednor  decreased  by  a "supply™ 
demand  adjustment". 

FORT  WAYNE  AND  INDIANAPOLIS  ORDERS  AMENDED 

The  orders  regulating  the  handling  of  milk  in  the  Fort  Wayne  and  Indianapolis 
marketing  areas  were  amended,  effective  January  1,  1965. 

The  Fort  Wayne  order  amendment  placed  sour  cream  not  labeled  Grade  "A"  in  Class  II, 
maintained  the  price  differential  between  Class  I and  Class  II  at  $1.20,  but  provided  for 
a plus  or  minus  "supply- demand  adjustment".  The  "supply- demand  adjustment"  is  to  be 
based  on  the  net  Class  I sales  in  the  Fort  Wayne  and  Indianapolis  markets  as  a percent  of 
the  total  producer  receipts  in  the  two  markets.  The  provision  for  determining  the  Class  I 
butterfat  differential  in  the  Fort  Wayne  market  was  changed  to  agree  with  the  method 
provided  for  in  the  Indianapolis  market , 

The  Indianapolis  order  was  amended  to  provide  for  the  same  "supp ly- demand  adjustment", 

TOLEDO  AND  NORTH  CENTRAL  OHIO  (Lima)  MARKETS  COMBINED 

An  order  was  issued,  effective  January  1,  1965,  combining  the  orders  regulating  the 
handling  of  milk  in  the  Toledo  and  North  Central  Ohio  marketing  areas  and  expanding  the 
combined  area  to  include  14  northwestern  Ohio  counties  and  parts  of  two  Michigan  counties. 
The  expanded  area  will  be  known  as  the  North  Western  Ohio  marketing  area.
